Proposals that the City Council demand a halt of rent 
increases and that the OPA place ceiling prices on rent were 
stalled yesterday in the City Council by Councilman Joseph 
E. Kinsley, chairman of the Finance Committee. 

Kinsley, by his single objection, barred immediate ac- 
tion of the Council on two resolu- 


tions—one of Democratic and one of 
Republican origin—calling for rent 
control in New York City. 

The first resolution slapped down 
by Kinsley's objection and sent to 
the committee on city affairs was 
one by Samuel Di Falco and Wil- 
Ham Carroll, Manhattan Democrats, 
asking the Council favor imposition 
of rent ceilings. 
A second resolution of similar na- 
ture, introduced by Meyer Goldberg, 
Manhattan Republican, was also 
sent to committee after a 
Brenx Democrat, ar wats 
diate action.

Since April 1, the committee has placed 1,783 union members in 
farm jobs within a 30-mile radious of Austin. 

Evans disclosed that 1,466 unionists have spent from one day to 
two weeks helping with the plowing, seeding and planting of the 
“1943 Victory Crop.” 

Twelve people spent zn aggregate of 64 days at cement work, 
shingling barns, building brooder houses and other general repair work. 

Seventy-nine have been engaged in building manure, repairing 
fences, overhauling farm machinery and doing other odd jobs. 

Five farmers had the same model tractor and were unable to 
obtain spare parts. A worker was found who formerly 
had been employed by the company manufacturing this 
He provided badly-needed repair service to the five fermers. 


Some 230 CIO members and their wives and children helped 
in planting potatoes and weeding onions. 


All of the referral cards of the Farm Service Committee are now 
in the “employed” file. The peak season is approaching and the 
CIO will try to meet it. 


“In our attempt to meet peak demands,” said Evans, “we are 
calling upon every employed worker in' the community and county 


to spend his or her leisure time helping to harvest the food so 
essential to victory.”

Greek Seamen 
Urge Veto of 
DeportationAct 


Peter Spyridakos, a leader of the 
Greek Maritime Union, and Nick 
Margaritis of the Spartacus Club, 
Greek section of the International 
Workers Order, yesterday called 
upon all win-the-war forces to write 
and wire President Roosevelt, urg- 
ing a veto of HR. 2076. 

This bill, passed by the House 
last Thursday, provides for the de- 
portation to their governments-in- 
exile in Great Britain of alien: sea- 
men who are in this country illegal- 
ly. 

The effect of the measure would 
be to freeze existing low wages and 
intolerable working, health and 
safety conditions on foreign-flag 
ships to the detriment of Ameri- 
can working conditions, according 
to Spyridakos and Margaritis. 

At present, when foreign seaman 
find conditions bad aboard ship, 
they are able to exert some influence, 
for their improvement by singing 
on another ship. Most of the Greek 
seamen are members of the National 
Maritime Union, CIO, and about 75 
of them have already lost their 
lives on American ships. 

If this bill become law—and it 
will unless the President votoes it 
within the next three days—depor- 
tation would be ordered not only 
of Greek seamen but of Yugoslav, 
Chinese, Dutch, and other nation- 
alities, many of whom also sign 
on American ships.

The Sullivan Dry Dock and Re- 
pair Corp., Brooklyn, four officers 
and one employe, yesterday were 
indicted by a Federal Grand Jury

According to a statement issued 
by U. S. Attorney General Francis 
Biddle, no exact estimate of the 
alleged overcharges was available 
but prelimirary investigation indi- 


cated it was in excess of $100,000.). 


Biddle revealed that U. S. At- 
torney Harold M. Kennedy had 
filed civil suit in district court to 
recover double the amount of .over- 
charges and penalties. 

The five-count indictment, Biddle 
said, was sought after a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation audit.

Eastern Front 


1 IS yet too early to draw final conclusions 
about the German offensive on the East- 
ern Front. But it is already clear that 
things are transpiring there, which if un- 
derstood and taken advantage of in time 
by all the Allies, can lead to the coordinated 
decisive blows that will doom Hitler to de- 
feat this year. 

The most obvious thing is that in this, 
his third, offensive Hitler has not yet been 
able to register any strategic gains. In his 
two previous major offensives he was able 


to traverse great distances before being 


stopped at the gates of Moscow and at 
Stalingrad. Here, on the Ofel-Kursk-Bel- 
gorod front where Hitler has amassed tre- 
mendous armored and air power, the Red 
Army has stopped him cold during the first 
week of the offensive. 

Another thing is the new note in the 
Soviet comment upon the present battle. 
Red Star, official army organ, excludes de- 
fense in depth at the expense of yielding 
ground in the present situation, which was 
the tactic employed in meeting previous 
German offensives. 

Instead, it declares that the defense must 
remain unyielding. and take advantage of 
the respite being sought by the*enemy to 
launch daring counter-attacks. The im- 
mediate objective is not only to check the 
enemy on this sector but to defeat him 
there. : 

This approach reflects great Soviet con- 
fider.ce, arising from the changed relation 
of forces in favor of the Red Army. 

The development on the Eastern Front is 
of paramount importance to the Allied 
offensive. N 

The invasion of Sicily arouses great 
popular enthusiasm because it is the general 
belief that this blow is one of other even 
bigger blows now in preparation against 
Hitler-dominated Europe. A new confidence 
and insistence arises in the West that full 
advantage must be, taken immediately of 
the opportunity for a rapid victory by

Unless we jointly fight to destroy 


the Axis and do a better job of it, 
there will be neither the old Ameri- 
can capitalism nor a new Am@i- 
can socialism—there will be only 
slavery to the Axis. Therefore, no 
good American will at this momént 
indulge in feuds against the Com- 
munists or against the capitalists. 

Q. Does the Communist Party 
ever. undertake to stir up racial 
and group antagonisms, as charged 
by Judge Surpless? 

A. No, that charge is a falsehood, 
complete and unconditional. There 
are no more relentless enemies of 
racial antagonism than the Com- 
munists. If the inference is drawn 
that Communists stir up racial 
antagonism by demanding equal 
rights for all, thereby provoking 
riots by those who would deny equal 
rights, then I can only say that 
the Communists stand upon the 
U.S. Constitution in this respect, 
while our critics stand upon eva- 
sion or flouting of the Constitution. 

The Communists openly fight 
against anti-Semitism, anti-Negro- 
ism in the U.S. as evidence of Hit- 
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old charge that Communists incite 
strike movements, that is absolutely 
the opposite of the truth in this 
wartime in which the Communists 
are restraining all strike action or 
trends among the workers. No mat- 
ter how justified they might be in 
peace time as for the labor strug- 
gle in general, that is not a special 
issue of the Communists.

Therefore the pacifists can say that 
the Communists advocate the use 
of violence, but that is the only 
sense in which this hoary. old 
charge has the slightest truth.

A. No, the C.P. was always an

agreement of all republicans in all 
countries in the 19th century with 
the first and greatest of the modern 
Republics, the United States. That 
did not miake republicans in other 
countries agents of Washington any 
more than Communist identity of 
views makes them agents of Mos- 
cow, And it was Jefferson who, in 
his old age, proudly recalled that 
over the storming years of ‘the 
Prench Revolution he had sup- 
ported it against all its enemies 
even though he was accused of dual 
allegiance. We are proud to con- 
tinue this tradition of Jefferson in 
relation to the Soviet Union. 


Q. (b) Will it accept dictation 
from Moscow now that Moscow has 
ordered the Third International 
dissolved? 


A. Not “Moscow” ordered the C.. 
dissolution, but the leadership of 
the CI. itself decided to dissolve 
and this decision was ratified by 
all its affiliates. The C.P. in the 
U.S. had anticipated the dissolution 
in 1940 by withdrawing from all in- 
ternational affiliations. We have 
approved of that decision as calcu, 
lated to facilitate the national unity 
in each country and among the 
countries fighting the Axis. Those 
who propose to outlaw or abolish 
the C.P. are striving to defeat the 
purposes for which the dissolution 
. In this they are in 
agreement’ with Hitlerism. 

No, the Communists will never 
accept dictation from any source 
now or in the future. The only dic- 
tatorship we recognize is the demo- 
cratic will of the masses of the 
people.
